By-Laws of the Town of Orange 


Section | The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange shall have 
the charge and management of all suits and actions at law for and 
against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle the same as 
they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of the town. 


Sec. 2 The word "street" or "streets" in these by-laws shall be 
understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public squares, 
public places and all public ways, and shall include the sidewalks 
thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Sec. 3 The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any street 
and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid out and 
accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be recorded in 
the records of the town, and shall cause signs with the names of the 
respective streets thereon to be secured and maintained at proper 
places on said streets. 


Sec. 5 No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, across. 
in or along any street or other public place, upon any hand sled. 
board or other thing except in such places and under such restrictions 
as the Selectmen shal! designate. 


Sec. 6 Nopersonshall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or firearms 
in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided that this 
section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any military 
exercise or review under the authority of a commissioned officer of 
the militia, or in the lawful defense of the person, family or prop- 
erty of any citizen, nor to any person firing a salute of cannon by 
leave of the selectmen. 


Sec. 9 No person shall ride or drive any horse or other animal on 
any publicway at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles per hour, nor 
insuch manner as to endanger or unreasonably incommode passengers 
therein. 


Sec. 10 No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other animal to 
any ornamental or shade tree, vine, or shrub in any street or on any 
public land, or to any structure put up for the protection of such 
tree, vine or shrub or to any pole used for the transmission of elec- 
tricity. 


Sec. Il Nopersonshall suffer any horse or other beast attached to 
i carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in any street or 
public square. 


Sec. 12 No owner or person having the care of any swine, sheep, 
horse, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the same to go at 
large in any highway or public place within said town. 


Sec. 13 Noperson shall break or dig up the ground in that portion 
of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as provided 
in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, timber, coal, 
earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or any dirt or 
ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any rubbish, or offal 
or obstruction of any kind, or move any building into or along the 
same without a written license from the Selectmen. 


Sec. |4 Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or near 
each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or street 
in such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel after having 
been requested by any constable or police officer to move on. 


Sec. 15 No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land used for 
a sidewalk or street afterhaving been requested by any constable to 
move on. 


Sec. 16 No person shall behave himself in a disorderly manner or 
use any indecent or profane language on any street, highway, or 
other public place in said Town, or be and remain upon any doorstep, 
portico or other projection from any house or other building, after 

aving been requested by any person in charge of such premises or 
by any constable or police officer to leave. 


Sec. I7 Nopersonshall spit tobacco juice on the floor of any room 
in any public building or on the floor of any hall or entrance to any 
public building in said Town. 


Sec. I8 No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any pond, 
stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the vicinity 
of any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise and one 
hour after sunset. 


Sec. 21 Nopersonshall place or cause to be placed in any yard or 
passage way to any engine house or other building under the care of 
the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out or putting in 
of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging to the fire 
department. 


Sec. 22 No person shall place or keep any table, stall or booth 
or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in any of 
the public squares or grounds in the Town, for the sale of fruit or 
other things without permission from the Selectmen. 


Sec. 23 No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, use or 
cause to be used any horn or other instrument in any street or public 
place insaid Town, to give notice of any business or calling or sale 
of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by public proclamation 
in any street or public place, any article, unless duly licensed by 
the selectmen. 


Sec. 24 No person shall in any manner injure any of the pumps, 
wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the streets or public 
grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place any substance in said 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs, and the drinking 
cups provided for said fountains shall be deemed a part of said foun- 
tain within the meaning of this by-law. 


Sec. 26 No person shall, without written permission of the Board 
of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice upon any 
shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for the transmiss- 
ion of electricity in the Town. 


Sec. 27 Noperson shallscatterhandbills, flyers, printed or writ- 
ten advertisements or circulars inoron any street within one half mile 
of the Town House. 


Sec. 28 Nopersonshall discharge any waste water or water from a 
sinkorwater closet, except through a drain into a sewer or cesspool, 
or in accordance with a written permit from the Board of Health. 


Sec. 29 The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and ice to 
be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining School 
houses and other town property within one mile of the Town House, 
and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and railroad on South 
Main Street, and if necessary to cause sand or some suitable material 
to be scattered upon the same to render them reasonably safe for 
travel.

Sec. 32 Any person guilty of a violation of any of these by-laws 
from number four to twenty eight inclusive, shall pay a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, 
JUNK DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES 
AND JUNK COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH I, 1915. 


Section 33 Noperson shall hawk or peddle any of the articles which 
he may lawfully sell without a license until he has recorded his name 
and residence with the town clerk and has been assigned by said clerk 
a number. 
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Sec. 34 No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any article 
which he may lawfullysell without a license in any manner that will 
tend to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, not otherwise 
than in vehicles or receptacles which are neat and clean and do not 
leak, andwhich have printed on them, in letters and figures at least 
two inches in height, the name of the person selling and the number 
given him by the town clerk. 


Sec. 35 The selectmen may license suitable persons to be dealers 
in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter of junk, 
old metals, or second-hand articles, subject to the provisions of the 
laws of the Commonwealth, anc may revoke such licenses at pleas- 
ure, 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to collect 
by purchase or otherwise, junk, oldmetals and second-hand articles, 
from place to place in the town, subject to the provisions of the laws 
of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at pleasure. 


Sec, 36 Evéry keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, oldmetals or second-hand articles shall keep a book in which 
shall be written at the time of every purchase of any such article, a 
description thereof, the name age and residence of the person from 
whom, and the day and hour when such purchase was made. Such 
book shall at all times be open to the inspection of the selectmen 
and to any person by them authorized to make such inspection. 


Sec. 37 No keeper of ashop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or se cond -hand articles, and no junk collector, 
shall directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or 
apprentice, knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, and 
no article purchased or received by such shop keeper shal! be sold 
until at least one week from the date of its purchase or receipt has 
elapsed. 


Sec. 38 Every keeper ofsuch shop shall put in a suitable and con- 
spicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and occupation 
legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every such shop shall 
not be open except during the time between sunrise and nine o'clock 
of the evening of each week day. 


Sec. 39 Everyshop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the stor- 
age, collectionor keeping of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles, andall articles of merchandise therein may be examined at all 
times by the selectmen, or by any person by them authorized to make 
such examination. 


Sec. 40 Junk collectors shall display badges upon their persons, and 
upon their vehicles when engaged in collecting, transporting or deal- 
ing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. Said badges so to be 
displayed upon the person shall be circular in form, of a diameter 


not less than two and one-half inches, and shall bear upon the face 
thereof, inplain letters, the words, "Junk Collector", together with - 
the number of the license of such junk collector. The badge so to be 
disp layed upon the vehicle shall be rectangular in form, of dimensions 
not less than eight by six inches, and shall bear upon its face the 
words, "Junk Collector", and the number of the license of such co- 
llector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No. 40 in- 
clusive, or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

CURFEW LAW 


Ata legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange quali- 
fied to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said town Monday, 
the twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under Article 14 in warrant for 
said meeting, the following by-law was adopted: 


"No person under the age of sixteen years shall be or remain in or 
upon any street or public place in the town at night after the hours 
of nine o'clock (sun time) between the first day of April and the thir- 
tieth day of September, both inclusive, of each year, or at night af- 
ter the hours of eight o'clock between the first day of October and 
the thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of each year, unless 
he is actually employed in some work that makes it necessary, or is 
accompanied by a person properly having care and custody of him, 
or a person to whom he has been particularly intrusted by some one 
who properly has general care and custody of him or is engaging in 
the performance of some mission or duty directed by a person having 
his general care and custody. Any person violating this by-law shall 
be subject to a fine of not more than ten dollars.

Voted: That the Tax Collector shall be Town Collector and shall 
collect all accounts due the town. All departments charging accounts 
tobe collected shall commit to the Collector, as frequently as once 
a month, commitment with a statement of the name and address of 
the firmorperson from whom money is due, the nature of the service 
rendered, and a description of and the price charged for materials 
sold, and the date on which service was rendered or materials sold. 
The Town Collector shall pay over to the Town Treasurer at regular 
intervals and as often as once each month, all sums collected with a 
record thereof, and take the receipt of the Town Treasurer thereot.

Voted: That the town rescind the action taken in Article 4 at the 
town meeting held February 5, 1934 and adopt the following By-Laws; 


a. Thereshallbe a finance committee consisting of seven members 
who shall reside in the town and shall be registered voters therein. 
No officer or employee of the town shall be eligible to serve on said 
committee. Within ten days after the final publication of the By- 
Laws in case itshall be approved by the Attorney General, the mod- 
erator shall appoint two members of the Finance Committee’ to serve 
for three years. All appointments to the Finance Committee hereto- 
fore made and in effect at the time of the adoption of these By-Laws 
shall continue in force until the expiration of the respective terms of 
appointment. Within ten days after each annual meeting after 1936 
the Moderator shall appoint for the term of three years such number 
of members of the Finance Committee as shall be necessary to replace 
the members whose terms have expired. In the event of a vacancy 
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for any other cause than expiration of term of office, the Moderator 
shall forthwith fill such vacancy for the unexpired term. The Finance 
Committee shall elect its own Chairman and Secretary. 


b. In addition to the duties with relation to the reserve fund pre- 
scribed by law, the Finance Committee shall consider all municipal 
questions involving the appropriation of money, and may consider 
any municipal question, make such recommendations as the Commit=- 
tee deem advisable upon all subjects considered by it, and shall 
submit its recommendations and report toeach town meeting, regular 
or special.

In all such 
cases the speed of such motorboats shall be reduced to headway speed, 
so as to provide full visibility and control, and prevent their wash 
frombeing thrown into, or causing excessive rocking to other boats, 
barges, aquaplanesor other divices being towed by power. The op- 
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erator of a towing boat shall be responsible for compliance therewith. 
Whoever violates this By-Law shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $500.00 and by imprisonment for not more than six months or 


both."

No one in control of real property in town, other than a commer- 
cial junkyard or a commercial garage, shall tolerate the remaining 
thereon for more than ten days of a junked, abandoned, unregistered, 
disassembled or inoperable motor vehicle, nor shall anyone allow 
such a motor vehicle to remain on any place or road available for 
public travel for more than forty-eight hours. Any such motor vehi- 
cle remaining for the period indicated shall be deemed abandoned 
and may be removed by the police department and disposed of under 
the provisions of Chapter 135 of the General Laws, relating to Un- 
claimed and Abandoned Property. Whoever violates any provision 
of this by -law shall pay a fine of not more than fifty dollars. Each 
failure to remove the vehicle after written notice from the Select- 
men to do so to the one in control of real property affected or the 
registered owner of the vehicle on such place or road, within ten 
days of the receipt of said notice, if on private land, or within forty- 
eight hours of its receipt, if on such a place or road, shall be a sep- 
arate offense and punishable by a fine of not over fifty dollars. No- 
thing herein shall prohibit the maintenance on private land in an 
enclosed building of disassembled or inoperable motor vehicles, nor 
on private property, locatedso that they cannot be seen from a pub- 
lic highway or from abutting property, nor operable farm vehicles.

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Report of the Orange and Athol 
Industrial Development District 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the Indus- 
trial District for the year 1967. 


The activities of the Industrial District, created by Act of Legisla- 
ture in September, 1966, were primarily of a formative nature during 
this past year. Mr. J. Allan Tepper was elected Chairman for the 
1966-67 year andunderhis guidance an Executive Director was cho- 
sen in May. He is charged with the duty of putting into action the 
policies of the Industrial Commissioners which include the preparation 
of our area for economic and industrial growth both by local and out- 
side industries and commercial enterprises. 


Plans for development of an Industrial Park at the Orange Airport 
began in June with the full co-operation of the Orange Airport Com- 
mission. A boundary survey of the area to be set aside for the park 
was completed in August. This survey defined the exact area that 
the Airport Commission could release to the District with the approv- 
al of the Federal Aviation Administration which has final jurisdic- 
tion of airports developed in part with Federal funds. In June the 
FAA was informed of our intent to create a Park and after a lengthy 
study gave its approval in December in indicating its willingness to 
certify a lease between the Airport Commission and The Industrial 
District. This lease conveying to the District the right to promote 
a Park was drawn up in its final form at the end of the year follow- 
ing many meetings with the Airport Commission. It will become 
effective immediately after certification by the FAA in the early part 
of 1968. 


In August the District opened an office shared with the Athol Cham- 
berof Commerce andhired a part-time Secretary with further cover- 
age being given through the Chamber's secretary. 


The First Annual Meeting of the District was held in September at 
which time Francis P. Farley was elected Chairman for the year 1967- 
68. A workshop session was held at that time in which 45 projects 
and 12 committees were named to further the efforts of the District 
to prepare our geographical area for lona term growth. Participants 
at this meeting included representatives of the State Department of 
Commerce, led by Deputy Commissioner William Sugrue, officials 
of the Economic Development Agency of the Small Business Admin - 
istration and local officials including the selectmen of Athol and 
Orange. 


In November, at the request of the Small Business Administration, 
the District created the Greater Orange-Athol Industrial Develop - 
ment Corporation, anon-profit corporation formed by 34 incorporators 
from Athol and Orange to enable the District to qualify for SBA loans 
to industry in the area. 


Other projects begun during the year include preparation of a fac- 
tual brochure outlining the assets of the area such as present indus- 
tries, schools, University of Massachusetts complex, recreation, 
ee highway situation and the high skill of employees. Such 
publicity must be unique to sustain the interest of the recipient and 
therefore every effort is being made to make it original. Local in- 
dustry has been contacted by personal meetings and has expressed full 
co-operation. Other industrial sites are being investigated and a 
survey of possible new sources of labor supply is being developed. 


In conclusion the Commissioners of the District are making every 
effort to prepare the area for the future, with the knowledge that 
communities that have shown initiative have the best opportunity to 
participate in economic growth. Our purpose therefore, as stated 
inthe Act that established the District is "to promote, stimulate, 
develop and advance the business prosperity and economic welfare 
of the towns of Orange and Athol and surrounding area". 


We would like to express our appreciation to the Officials and 
Townspeople of both towns for their encouragement. Such support 
and co-operation is mutually beneficial to all.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


1967 began with a period of intense activity for the Planning Board. 
After the reorganization of the Board and the acceptance of the Sub- 
division Control Law at the Annual Town Meeting of 1966, the Board 
began work ona Zoning By-Law with the assistance of Mr. Theodore 
S. Bacon, consultant. In January, 1967, the Board was preparing 
for the Public Hearing required by law as a preliminary to a vote by 
the town. After the hearing February |, a final form of the by-law 
was prepared and presented to the voters at the Annual Town Meet- 


ing, March I3. 


After the voters rejected the Zoning By-Law, it was decided to in- 
tensify the program of contacts with groups and present the by-law 
again. This was the major activity of the Board, involving several 
meetings aweek, as well as the regular business meeting devoted to 
routine business and refinement of the by-law. On May 18, a new 
consideration was brought for the Board's attention concerning a 
business and industrial development at the intersection of Route 2 
By-pass and Route 122. May 19, 20, and 2I were suddenly full of 
meetings and considerations resulting in a last minute adjustment to 
the by-law, which was again turned down at a special town meet- 


ing, May 22. 


Although zoning received the greatest portion of the Board's time, 
the Board continued its policy of interest in all questions brought to 
its attention. The Sewer System Study Committee, a sub-committee 
of the Planning Board, brought to the Board several important con- 
siderations resulting in a formal vote, June 7, establishing the dis- 
trict to be used by the Study Committee to be that district drawn by 
the Committee May 10, and amended May 23. 


Meetings with the Board of Selectmen during the year continued 
the close contact which has been so helpful in determining Plann- 
ing Boardprograms. Other important contacts were the Business and 
Industrial Commission, Chamber of Commerce, Franklin County Re- 
gional Planning Board, Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, 
Massachusetts Department of Commerce and Development and Massa- 
chusetts Department of Conservation. 


Report of activity in a K-I2 Regional Planning Committee kept the 
Board informed in that area. 


In September the Board began apreliminary study of capital budget- 
ing which it later voted to be its project for 1968. 
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Two requests for action under the Subdivision Control Law came to 
the Board in 1967. "Approval not required" was designated on the 
plan of land transferred at Route 2 By-pass and Route 122 as requested 
by Morris Rand. Approval was not required on certain lots and a- 
pproval was waived on other lots of a plan of land owned by Mr. 
Bradley Frye. 


Purchase of County Highway maps continued the Board's policy of 
procuring the most recent maps of the town. 


The Board was most appreciative of receiving copies of the Soil Sur- 
vey of Franklin County forwarded to them by Congressman Silvio O. 
Conte. The survey was done by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


The Board is grateful for the use of the Chamber of Commerce meet- 
ing room. Mr. Donald Caven, Franklin County Planner, has been 
most generous inhis time and consideration. We are most apprecia- 
tive thathis services are available to us. As in the past, Bh es 
ments have beenhelpful in their assistance to us by taking an interest 
inour work. The support and concern of the citizens was most evi- 
dent in 1967 and the Board's appreciation is extended to all who 
offered help and cooperation.

ACTION TAKEN ON ARTICLES IN WARRANT 
Meeting called to order at 7:00 p.m. March |3, 1967 
Article 2 Voted: 

That the Annual Town Report be accepted as printed. 


That the Final Report of the School Facilities Survey Committee be 
accepted. 


The report was read as follows: 


As noted in the preliminary report of this committee on October 10, 
1966, anew roof for Dexter Park School was recommended. Accord- 
ingly, a Barrett bonded roof has been put on the school at a cost of 


$14,965.00. 


The further duty of this committee was to investigate the space needs 
of the town and to study the possibility of using the closed schools, 
South and Central. We have found these buildings to be structurally 
sound, but do not advise the renovation of Central School at this 
time. Its location and the conditionof the interior would necessitate 
the expenditure of a very large sum of money. However, South 
School could be put into first class condition at a cost of about 
$23,500. This amount would cover all major expenses except that of 
classroomequipment. The four large rooms thus provided could con- 
ceiveably take care of the immediate space needs. 


The committee feels that the long-range needs of both the elemen- 
tary school system and Mahar can best be studied by a regional dis- 
trict planning committee.

The report of the Orange Sewage Disposal System Study Committee 
be accepted. 


The report was read as follows: 


Early in 1966, the Sewage Disposal System Study Committee organ- 
ized with Roger Tolman as Chairman. The Committee regrets that 
Walter A. Stone resigned for personal reasons, especially as he is 
particularly familiar with agreat part of the existing sewage collec- 
ting system, 
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The Committee has had contacts with agencies of the State and 
Federal Governments who are involved in working toward the correct- 
ing of the river pollution. These agencies include the Division of 
Sanitary Engineers of the Dept. of Public Health, -the Farmers Home 
Administration of the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, -and the Franklin 
County Department of Planning. 


These agencies adminster the public aid that will assist the Town 
in meeting the cost of public sewage facilities and disposal plants. 
However, Orange may notbe eligible for aid in all programs. Also, 
the government aid varies from 30% to 50% of the construction costs. 
Also, State and Federal aids vary. 


For example: Ifthe population of the part of Orange served by the 
proposed areas of the sewage system is less than $5,000, we would 
come under the Farmers Home Administration of the Federal Dept. of 
Agriculture. This offers up to 50% assistance of planning and install - 


ation costs. Letter received from this agency states in part- 


"The census shows that the 1960 population for the entire 
Town of Orange was 6,154 and for Orange Center 3689". 


The Committee is now seeing more reliable proof of this so-called 
Orange Center area and what area it includes. 


To suggest the proposed areas and the present areas of our sewage 
system, the Committee has prepared aplan, which has been presented 
to the Planning Board. When this plan is acted upon by the Planning 
Board, together with the Zoning Plan, it will permit the Sewaae 
Committee to submit a preliminary inquiry concerning Federal assis- 
tance for Water projects, sewer projects and waste treatment plants. 
This is Standard form l01, When we are informed which agency will 
administer and fund our project, and the extent of the funding, we 
will then be in a position to retain engineering services. 


With an estimate of engineering costs, the Committee will be pre- 
pared to make an application for a Government Grant to have such 
plans prepared. The Town does not pay for such plans now. Later 
on, if and when any work is done, the engineering costs will then 
become payable as an element of the cost of any project. And it is 
important to find out what we can hope to receive as aid from a Fed- 
eral or state agency. 


Also, we do not yet know if Orange will be considered a part of 
the so-called Connecticut River Basin, just recently established but 
not yet defined. 


The Committee has met with several engineering firms and will meet 
with others for general information about disposal plants, etc., which 
they have designed for towns similar to Orange. Two typical install- 
ations have been visited and others will be visited iater. Thus we 
willbe better prepared to evaluate the proposals of the engineering 
firms. Also, make a choice of the engineers that would best answer 
the needs of Orange.

With the estimate of the cost of such studies and planning, the 
Committee will be in a position to seek a Grant for that amount 
of money, if the Town of Orange so instructs the Committee.

Report of the Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health wishes to report a busy, successful year. Our 
responsibility ranges from Immunization and prevention of disease, 
through plumbing and sanitation to waste disposal . 


In the first instance, a number of clinics were held for a number of 
purposes. We immunized children in both the elementary schools and 
the Mahar Regional School for measles, polio, diptheria, tetnus, and 
pertussis on the request of their parents, and with the help of the 
school nurses. A measles clinic for pre-school children was held 
in the Head Start building in May. Miss Genevieve Ely, state den- 
tal hygienist, examined pre-school children at clinics, also in May. 
And the usual Fatl-Winter series of three public clinics was started 
at Butterfield School in December. In this connection, we should 
informall parents that it is now a state law that all children must be 
immunized for the above mentioned diseases as well as for small pox 
before entering school. 


In the area of sanitation, we must commend our agents, who are do- 
ing commendable jobs for the town. Mr. Edgar Hume, Sanitary A- 
jent, has had a particularly busy year. Due to his etticiency in 
handling an ever-increasing work load, we are recommending a sal- 
ary increase for the coming year. His inspection at Lake Mattawa, 
with the help of state sanitarians, was a good piece of work; and may 
we assure all that the lake is clean and a healthy place for recrea- 
tion and living. 


Collection of rubbish and care of the town dump have often been a 
source of discontent for this board and for our Orange residents, but 
notsothis year. The present contractor has handled the job as well 
as we couldhope for, and should be given favorable consideration at 
contract-renewal time. 


A member of this committee is working with a committee to form a 
visiting nurse program for both Athol and Orange. The process of 
setting up such aservice takes considerable time, and it may be nec- 
essary for this board to hire anurse on a part-time basis to make home 
visits until the joint association comes into being. 


It also should be noted that a part-or full-time paid clerk could put 
the Orange Board of Health on a more business-like basis. It has 
been our feeling forsome little while that there is plenty of work with 
which to keep a clerk busy.

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Report of the Milk Inspector 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The workof Milk Inspector has been carried out on a monthly basis 
as in the past. | find the people serving food have done a better job 
for us in 1967 in their dispensers for coffee especially. The people 
responsible for handling the school milk are very cooperative and to 
date we have had very good reports from them. Last year Snow's 
Dairy purchased the Hillside Dairy, both in Greenfield. Therefore 
we have two local dairys and three other sources of milk available 
to the public. Milk for A. & P. stores is made for and processed by 
H. P. Hood & Sons. Our two local dairys have a monthly program 
for testing the farmers milk for bacteria, butterfat, total solids, and 
flavor. They also process the finished product for the above plus 
coliforms (Bacteria after pastuerization) on a monthly basis. 


The State Dept. of Pure Food and Drugs also carry on a program test~ 
ing for antibotics. The above work done by the Dept. of Pure Food 
and Drugs should satisfy the most critical persons that all is being 
done to keep milk and cream the valuable safe healthy product for 
everyone of all ages. 


In due respect to the other dealers | know they also carry on exten- 
sive programs to maintain quality. Some farm (producers) have to 
comply with Federal as well as State Regulations, too. These per- 
tain to barn construction, lighting, ventilation, location of milk 
rooms and bulk tank, construction of equipment and general clean- 
ing and sanitizing methods and clean cows. 


We have several dairy farms in Orange which produce milk for our 
local dealers. | amtoldthey are doing a fine job anda credit to our 
community. 


In closing this report I will say that 1967 was an extra good year for 
all concerned to have milk and cream of high quality for the people 
of Orange. The Boardof Health and myself are thankful for this fact 
andwe are glad to help for the good of all. Trusting the above re- 
portwill meetwith your approval and be of some value to the public.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


| herewith submit the annual report of this department for the year 
1967. 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of streets, 
roads, sidewalks and bridges not included in Chapter 81 or Chapter 
90. 


Projects include the following: 


The reconstruction of numerous driveway entrances with bituminus 
concrete. 

The patching of numerous sidewalks with bituminus concrete. 

Streets were swept in the Spring, business district was kept swept 
Spring, Summer and Fall. 

Excavating and replacing of part of the sidewalk on South Main 
Street. 

50 feet of culvert pipe was replaced on Creamery Hill Rd. 

Cemetery brook was cleaned out with the backhoe. 

Numerous new signs were erected, other signs were repaired and 
painted. 

New stringers and planks were installed on East Road bridge. 

Numerous cement posts were replaced and painted. 

All traffic guide lines in the business district of town were painted. 


SNOW AND ICE 


330 tons of rock salt and approximately 2000 yards of sand were used 
to clear roads and streets of ice and snow. 

Sand boxes were put out and filled periodically for the public's use. 

Sand was delivered for private use. 

Snow fence was erected where drifting is most frequent. 

Sidewalks were cleared after each storm, sand was applied when 
necessary. 

We plowed andsanded Mahar Regional parking lot, Cheney School 
and Dexter park schools playgrounds. 

At the airport the east-west runway was plowed after each storm, 
sand was appliedwhen necessary. Taxiways, ramps, parking lots and 
Air Rescue reserves were also kept plowed out. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 
1725 feet of Construction on East River St., was regraded, drain- 


age put in. 
600 gallons of M.C. 800 was used to seal East River St. 
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896.6 tons of bituminus concrete was applied to East River. 
The balance of this appropriation will be used next year on a sec- 
tion of North Main Street. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 
The work finished under this account was as follows: 


2,652 gallons of M.C. 3000 asphalt and 1102 gallons of R.T. 6 tar 
were used to cover the following streets, and roads. 

Warwick Rd. (r.t 78) 4488, feet of road was honed. 

Wheeler Ave. 1584 feet of road was honed. 

Holtshire Road 2640 feet of road was honed. 

Sections of the Warwick Rd. and Wheeler Ave. were widened. 

Culvert pipe was placed across Wheeler Ave. 

Sections of guard rail on Holtshire Road were painted. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all roads (accepted) and streets 
except Chapter 90 maintenance work is carried out under this a- 
ccount. 


At the present the state furnished 67% of the funds spent. This work 
constitutes the maintenance and surfacing of both gravel and black 
top roads and streets, with a total of 81.55 miles of roads accepted 
of which 60.55 miles are tarred and 2I miles are gravel. 


Work finished under this account as follows: 


The usual scraping of graveled roads and streets. 

This year the oiling was done by Dean Company. 8530 gallons of 
M.C. 3000 and 5870 gallons of M.C. 800were used to oil the follow- 
ing streets:

Drainage consisted of cleaning catch basins and drop inlets, cul- 
vert pipe was put in across various streets and roads. 


Cutting of brush and trees. 
Bituminus patching of blacktop roads and streets. 
Gravel patching of dirt roads in the Spring. 


The graveling of roads this year was as follows: 
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Chestnut Hill 95 yards of gravel, Lower Chestnut Hill 65 yds. of 
gravel, West Orange Rd. 50 yds. of gravel, Horton Rd. 77 yds. of 
gravel, Pine Hill 300 yds. of gravel, Oxbow 100 yds. of gravel, 
Cross Rds. 77 yds. of gravel, Poor Farm Rd. 154 yds. of gravel, 
Wheeler Pond I5 yds. of gravel, East Rd. 98 yds. of gravel, Jones 
Cemetery Rd. Il4 yds. of gravel and upper Mechanic St. II yds. of 
gravel. 


Sections of Tully Rd., East Rd. and Horton Rd. are in the process of 
or have been widened. 


SEWERS 


Numerous lines from streets to houses were unplugged and repaired. 
Lines were thawed out when frozen. 

The septic tank off East Howe St. was pumped out. 

Lines were laid to new houses. 

Damaged manhole frame and cover was replaced on South Main St. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS 


The roof at the town barn was coated with tar. 

Glass blocks were purchased to repair broken windows at the Town 
Barn. 

Regular maintenance was kept up at the town barn and shoe shop 
barn. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 


Flower boxes were filled and placed on the railings of the bridge 
over Millers River. 

Lights were put on the band stand. 

Grass at Butterfield Park, Memorial Park and Goddard Park was 
mowed, hedges trimmed, bushes cut and the leaves were raked and 
disposed of, 

Clay was applied to the infield of the Butterfield Park ball field, 
the field was raked and rolled. 

Sand was brought to the beach at Lake Mattawa, boat and chair 
for the lifeguard were placed and guards were hired. 

In the fall the flower boxes were removed from the Millers River 
bridge.

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Report of the Welfare Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


[herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the Orange 
Welfare Department for the year 1967. 


In the year 1967 we had many changes in the structure of Public 
Welfare in Massachusetts. The greatest change was the passage of 
legislation whereby the State will assume responsibility for Welfare 
as of July |, 1968. This will remove the responsibility of the local 
share from the Town. 1967 was also the first full year of Medicaid 
which is the program which covers Medical expenses for needy fam- 
ilies in the Community. After a year we find that this program will 
require some changes but seems to have taken hold very well. 


Old Age Assistance: The average monthly caseload in this category 
was 80, We received 9 new applications and 2 transfers from other 
categories. We transfered 2 cases to other towns. During the year 
we closed 9 cases. The total expenditures for Old Age Assistance 
were $83,399.90. State and Federal reimbursement amounted to 
$70,085.60, leaving a net cost to the Town of $13,314.30. 


Medical Assistance: This is the programreferred to above as Medi- 
caid, whichhelps people 65 years and over, children under 21, and 
disabled persons between 2l and 65 years of age, who cannot meet their 
medical needs. The total expense for this program was $175,424.05. 
State and Federal reimbursement amounted to $141,834.52, leaving 
a net cost to the Town of $33,589.53. 


Aid to Families with Dependent Children: The average monthly case - 
load in this category was 43. We received 27 new applications dur- 
ing the year. We received 3 transfer cases from other communities 
and we transferred 3 cases to other communities. During the year 
we closed 23 cases. The total expenditures for this category were 
$81,694.87. The State and Federal reimbursement amounted to 
$66, 212.35, with a net cost to the Town of $15,482.52. 


Disability Assistance: The average caseload was |4 cases during the 
year. We transferred 2 cases and closed 2 cases. The total expendi- 
tures for this category amounted to $14,599.78. State and Federal 
reimbursement amounted to $10,562.62, with a net cost to the Town 


of $4,037.16. 


General Relief: During the year we averaged 7 cases per month, 
witha total expenditure of $4,836.15. The State reimbursement a- 
mounted to $967.23. 
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As this is the last full year's report this office will submit, as we 
will become employees of the State on July |, 1968, we wish to thank 
the Town Officials for their cooperation during the years they have 
been members of the Eastern Franklin Welfare District.

May lask your indulgence with reverence to the passing of one who 
served as Director and Agent for Eastern Franklin District with such 
zeal over the past six years, namely, Lawrence B. Horrigan, who 
died May 10, 1967. His service to the district may be lost but not 
forgotten. 


May I give a word of thanks to Orange Selectman Roger W. Mallet 
for service rendered during the interim as acting agent until my a- 
ppointment on September 3, 1967. 


Under Veterans' Benefits we had twenty continuing cases at the start 
of the year. Thishas varied during the year. We lost through death 
six recipients, and our case load is down to fifteen recipients. 


We have one Civil War widow onour rolls. May her life be health- 
ful . 


The Town of Orange will be fully reimbursed because of two liens 
on real estate. Also, one out-of-state lien is being contested for 
reimbursement. 


According to VA statements which are filled out yearly, this area 
has an influx of over $250,000 from VA pensions, etc. 


Orange has lost its first Vietnam service man, not because of battle 
action, but because of a caused highway accident. 


Vietnam Veterans are returning and we will assist in every possible 
way to obtain educational rights and jobs to further their stay and 
productivity to this area. 


Memorial flags were issued to honor the memory of veterans from 
this district. 


Added to the Cold War Bill of 1967, meaning veterans with service 
since January 1955, is the Vietnam era Service which means service 
beginning August 5, 1964 and ending on such date as is later deter- 
mined by the President or Congress. That period is recognized as a 
"period of war" for the purpose of establishing entitlement to VA 
Benefits.

Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In the year of 1967 the library added to its services to the towns- 
people the use of a Micro-Film Reader. Micro-filming of all En- 
terprises & Journals publishedsince 1871 was completed. These films 
contain the only recorded historic background of the Town of Or- 
ange, as well as many items of interest. The Reader has been used 
by many seeking information in legal cases involving old records. 
Any book, document or paper may be micro-filmed for use in the 
Reader. 


A number of repairs were made to the building including new light- 
ing installed in the Adult Reading Room and the painting of the floor 
in the Book stack room on the main floor. 


New books added in 1967 totaled 780, making a total of 28,973 
books in the Library. Sixty of these new books were reference, in- 
cluding a New World Book Encyclopedia and a New Encyclopedia 
Americana. There are 3,975 registered borrowers and the circula- 
tion was 52,114. Books loaned to school in deposits total 2,672. 
In answer to special requests II9 volumes were borrowed through the 
Western Regional Library System. 


The Library isa place for many groups as a meeting place. A trustee 
or librarian must be present in the building during the meeting of any 
group. During the month of November the Connecticut Valley Li- 
brary Club wes entertained here at an all dey meeting. 


The Moore -Leland library received 78 new books. The total of 
|,063 books were left there by the Regional Bookmobile during the 
year. The Bookmobile will try to answer any special request of the 
townspeople. Repairs made at North Orange library included the 
refinishing of the charging desk and replacement of a thermal win- 
dow. 


The trustees sincerely hope that the townspeople will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to use its fine library facilities with its ex- 
cellent supply of books and the Micro-film Reader to its fullest ex- 
tent.

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Report of the SchoolSuperintendent 


To the Orange School Committee: 


| hereby submit my eighth annual report as Superintendent of the 
Orange Public Elementary Schools. 


If | may select three events of importance that enhanced the de- 
velopment of the schools in 1967 | would mention the first contract- 
ual agreement between the Orange School Committee and thé Orange 
Elementary Teachers! Association, the establishment of a new Special 
Class forprimary children and the relocation of the superintendent's 
office outside aschool building to make room for a second grade pre- 
viously housed in rented quarters. 


While the sessions leading up to the signing of a contract were fre- 
quent and lengthy, they resulted ina more adequate salary schedule, 
additional fringe benefits and the granting of wider opportunity for 
teachers to participate in school operation. Out of this | can see a 
more stable system resulting from closer committee -teacher relations 
and opportunity for the administration to involve teachers in activi- 
ties within the scope of planning a more flexible organizational struc- 
ture than now exists. 


The need continues for larger numbers of townspeople to become 
aware of the educational progress being made across the country and 
plan for the adoption of the more promising developments at the local 
level. Alterations, new construction and the addition of specialized 
personnel should soon be attempted to maintain and upgrade the 
present school situation. 


The work and the study that has gone into the development of Spec- 
ial Education now available to Orange children at five different age 
levels, lead me to mentionamuch larger number standing by needing 
special help in reading and speech problems for whom provision is 
yet to be made within our schools. These are but a few of the many 
problems facing the elementary schools which must be made known 
and solved by the town on the basis of urgency. 


At the year's end, the laws relating to education in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, resulting from the report of a special com- 
mission to study means of improving and extending educational facili- 
ties, are being implemented at a rapid pace by the State Board of 
Education. Orange will be affected by the requirement to make plans 
in 1968 to join with other area towns in establishing a kindergarten 
through grade |2 regional school district. It is likely that only with- 
in this framework wil! quality education be made available to our 
children. 


READING -In an Pie ae to enable a larger number of children to 
reach their full potential in reading, two first grades were assigned 
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the Lippincott Basic Reading Series this fall in a pilot program. Ex- 
tensive research has indicated users to be consistently above grade 
leve! witha minimum of failures. Your superintendent realizes that 
one cannot simplify the process of learning to read by the mere matter 
of book selection, but the science of linguistics does provide the 
base, the rest isup to the teacher to improve competence and learn- 
ing to use what is read, 


The Lee-Clark Readiness Test was used to determine which pupils 
were ready for instruction. The results were of value to the teacher 
in classifying pupils for reading instruction or placement in readi- 
ness development groups. 


Every efforthas been made in the past few months to assist teachers 
in grades five and six with the reading problems of underachievers. 
Anew text with content that awakens the children's interest and aids 
in the identification of the gaps and confusions that are blocking the 
child's progress are being used. 


SOCIAL STUDIES -The latest available text in our present series was 
introduced in September. Updated in content to include the Yale 
University maps hewite knowledge by the Vikings of the New World 
in the early 1400's, new historical concepts are presented as well as 
Economics, Conservation and Space Travel. The advanced student 
is introduced for the first time to such research tools as the Reader's 
Guide to Periodical Literature. 


ENGLISH-Third grade teachers registered their approval of the Roberts 

Tinguistic Program initiated in 1966 in an evaluation session with the 
superintendent. The fourth grade is continuing with the same pro- 
gram, 


ARITHMETIC -Revised editions of our present arithmetic program are 
being introduced as available. Throughout this series are the ele- 
ments of the modern approach to mathematics essential in the ele- 
mentary curriculum. 


Iwas very pleased, upon the invitation of the State Department of 
Education, to select Robert O'Brien, grade 6 mathematics teacher, 
to participate inaTitle III grant from the U.S. Office of Education. 
He attended aéweek summer leadership training program, sponsored 
by the Brookline Schools, with representatives from Adams, Glouces- 
ter, Chester, Millis, Great Barrington, Fall River, Dennis-Yarmouth 
and Leominster. The program was well staffed and had adequate 
television coverage on educational Channel 2, Elementary school 
mathematics was used as a model appropriate to any subject. 


PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT-Credentials have been filed with 
the superintendent indicating 20 teachers were enrolled in the follow - 


ing courses for professional improvement during the year: 


Creative Teaching 15 Children's Literature 3 
Child and Society 5 Educational Media 2 
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Two teachers are following degree programs, one to fulfill the re- 
quirements fora Bachelor's degree, the other for a Master's degree. 


Orange teachers participated in a number of workshops and confer- 
ences at home and away during the past year. These included a 
reading workshop, aseries of 3 meetings by the Massachusetts Depart - 
ment of Education and orientation sessions in linguistics and reading. 
Teachers were represented during the year at a conference of English 
Department Heads and Supervisors sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, Division of Curriculum at Northampton; an 
assembly of the National Commission on Teacher Education and Pro- 
fessiona] Standards at Lexington. The M.T.A. Leadership Conference 
in Boston, The Saturday Science Seminar in West Springfield and at 
sessions of the Schools for the Future Workshop at Greenfield. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION-Stanford-Binet tests were administered to 3l 
individuals individually by Dr. G. Flint Taylor, Certified School 
Psychologist of Worcester. Of this number 5 were required to be 
periodically examined by law and the remainder were based on re- 
ferrals from teachers. Placement was made for II new pupils asa 
result of the tests. Pupil distribution is as follows: 


Nursery School, Greenfield - | 
Primary Special Class, Orange - 10 
Elementary Special Class, Erving - 7 
Intermediate Special Class, Orange - 8 
Trainable Class, Athol - 5 


TEACHER EVALUATION -Two evaluative instruments to score teachers 
‘On GWIde variety OT proressional competencies were presented to the 
school committee during the year by Robert J. Gaudet, Principal of 
Butterfield School, at its request. The second, more comprehensive 
ratingscale, was approved for use by the principals on a permanent 
basis. Considerable attention has been given its validity and applic- 
ability to our specific situation with due consideration to the time 
required to administer it. 


SUBSTITUTE TEACHERS -To overcome the shortage of substitute teach- 
ers In the elementary grades the school committee requested that a 
class be formed to train a reasonable number of people who could 
qualify to take over aclass during the absence of the regular teacher. 
Twenty-three Orange residents responded to the announcement and 
received instruction from the regular teaching staff at all grade levels 
including Art, Music and Special Education, as well as two sessions 
in charge of Dr. Helen O'Leary, Associate Professor of Education at 
the University of Massachusetts. The classroom phase of this program 
will extend daily over a two-week period in January, 1968.

TITLE 1-E.S.E.A.—A Federal grant amounting to $14,396.00 as com- 
pared with $6,132.00 a year ago, provided for the establishment of 
an enlarged 6 week summer program at Butterfield School during the 
summer. The basic remedial reading program was continuedewith 
one period per day in organized physical education and handicraft. 
Asingle class of sixth grade pupils with high academic potential was 
selected for a cultural enrichment curriculum. This innovative step 
in education was highly successful and received much praise from 
parents andothers. Selected books, music, films, science materials, 
outside speakers and local and long distance field trips were made 
available to the participants. Mr. Arthur Mignault, Director, will 
continue with the summer session in 1968, widening its scope to in- 
clude remedial arithmetic instruction. Medical care to the extent 
of $925.00 was extended to participants. 13 full and part-time in- 
dividuals were employed to carry out the project. A large amount 
of permanent equipment was acquired within the grant for physical 
education, a stereo record player, transparency maker and copier, 
2 T-Matics, 2 Language Master and 85 items including books and 
records. 


TITLE II-E.S.E.A.-The Federal government provided $2,550.00 in 
1967 to improve library resources in the schools. Within this amount 
we were able to obtain 523 books, 75 filmstrips, 4 encyclopedia sets, 
55 textbooks and asmal!l number of transparencies. Control over the 
amount of material received in the last 2 years cannot be achieved 
without acentral library and audio-visual center and the services of 
a trained librarian, at least onapart-time basis. | feel that | cannot 
authorize more than a one year continuance here of this program 
without the proper organization, control and distribution as required 
by state guidlines. 


TITLE HI-E.S.E.A. -The Franklin County Supplementary Education 
Center, more familiarly known as the Gracie Project, is operating 
underaE,S,E.A., Title Ill Federally funded grant with a budget of 
$125,000.00. This project was conceived and brought about through 
the efforts of the Franklin County Superintendents. It is a specialized 
educationally oriented center, staffed by a team of specialists who 
will work in all Franklin County Schools. 


The purpose of the Center is to help schools and parents understand 


those children of good ability who do not learn at their expected 
rate. The function of the Center is two-fold. It will offer service 


103 


to individual children and parents through the school as well as 
setting up pilot classes for the Emotional Handicapped Children and 
aclass for the Perceptually Handicapped children. Referral may be 
made through school, parent and other community agencies. 


Specifically, diagnostic and treatment work with children and par- 
ents in the areas of social adjustment, learning problems, specific 
speech and reading problems as well as placement in the special pilot 
classes will be offered. 


Part of these services began inearly December and will be increased 
as new staff members join the Center. 


CAFETERIA -The number of meals served during the past school year, 
T0Z,105, were on a par with the previous year indicating a plateau 
has been reached after a continuous rise from the 1961-1962 year of 
86,200. Receipts were down $2,300.00 and expenditures were up 
$2, 900.00 in comparison to the June 30 report one year ago. A rise 
of 1500 in the number of free meals served to children took place dur- 
ing the same period. 


To maintain the present cost of school lunches to the children and 
withstand the increase in food and labor costs is becoming increasingly 
difficult. Theschool committee has wisely set aside a sum of money 
to meet three payrolls in 1968, if needed, and plans to continue its 
policy of supporting the acquisition of equipment as required. The 
storing of frozen foods has become aserious problem despite the kind- 
nesses extended by being permitted to use the facilities of Donelan's 
Orange and Athol stores, Carroll's and Levenson's markets. More 
government foods can be acquired and menus would be more varied 
if a freezer could be purchased at once. At certain times of the year 
little or no space is available in these stores to take care of our needs. 


A new scullery sink has been installed at Butterfield School and a 
long counter constructed by Richard Sefton, custodian, was covered 
with astainless steel top through the courtesy of Roger Moore of the 
Rodney Hunt Company. A 47 cubic foot refrigerator was placed in 
service at the Dexter Park School. 


The annual report of Miss Marjorie Cowles, of the Office of School 
Lunch Programs, reflected much credit upon Mrs. Winifred Harty, 
Manager and her staff.

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Report of the Music Supervisor 


To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


Much progress in music is being made during the 1967-68 school 
year. In September an inventory of music text books, pitch pipes 
and staff liners ineach classroom was taken and many snorfages were 
found. However an adequate number of texts were purchased and 
now every child has his own books. In addition to the textbooks, 
records which accompany the texts have been purchased. These are 
proving to be a great aid to the classroom teacher in teaching new 
songs or reviewing songs which | have taught. To accompany class- 
roomsinging we are using autoharps which every child will learn to 


play. 


In February a large percentage of the fifth and sixth grades will 
travel to Springfield tohear a youth concert by the Springfield Sym- 
phony Orchestra. In preparation for this concert the students are 
studying the music, the symphony orchestra in general, and concert 
etiquette. lamcertain that this concert will be a rewarding experi- 
ence for all who attend. 


The most significant innovation of the 1967-68 school year has been 
the introduction of récorders into the third and fourth grades in North 
Orange. The recorder, an ancestor of the flute, will be used as a 
pre-band instrument to help the pupils te arn how to read music, 
essentials of music theory, and ensemble playing. In addition, the 
use of the recorder will enable the parents to determine the approp- 
riate future participation of the pupil in instrumental groups. Next 
year we plan to incorporate the recorder into all the third grades in 
Orange. Judging from the short time we have used the recorder in 
North Orange this instrument is going to be very successful in building 
a solid, long range music program in Orange. 


This year we have emphasized the development of the vocal music 
program. However the elementary bands are progressing satisfac - 
torily. With the addition of a baritone horn, new depth has been 
added to the fifth and sixth grade band. 


| feel that the 1967-68 school year has seen a strong foundation 
being formedon which a varied musical background for the children 
of Orange can be developed.

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Report of the School Physician 


To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 
Dear Sir, 


During the year 1967 the general physical examinations were done 
onall pupils in the first, third, fifth grades and in the special classes. 
These were done ineach of the schools-Gale Brooks School in North 
Orange, Dexter Park and Butterfield Schools in Orange. The pupils 
from Cheney Street School were examined at the School Nurse's Rooms 
at Butterfield School. 


The health of the students continues to be good with very few serious 
defects found, most of which were already known and under treatment. 
Any new defects found were reported to the parents who were advised 
that further examinations and necessary treatment should be instituted 
by their own family physician. 


Apreliminary programwas begun in sexual education with the show- 
ing of a film entitled "Boy to Man". This was shown to the sixth 
grade boys only. It had previously been viewed and discussed by a 
group from the school committee and sixth grade teachers as well as 
the school nurse and the school physician. As more and better mater- 
ial becomes available, it might be that this program can be continued 
on a regular basis, at least for the sixth grade and possibly later on 
for the fifth grade. 


As in the previous years, there have been a number of children under 
the age of sixteen years who have been examined for the issuance of 
work certificates. This has been done without charge by the school 
physician if requestedwithin areasonable time before the certificate 
is to be obtained. This practice will be continued throughout the 
coming year.

Report of the School Nurse 


To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


The activities of the Elementary School Health Dept. during the past 
year were concentrated on those phases which are acknowledged as 
constituting the nucleus of a complete and effective school health 
program. 


The Dental Health program is now in its second year. The program 
moved along smoothly last year and indications are that, han this 
program is finalized next year, dramatic results can be expected with- 
in a short time. 


Another responsibility of the school nurse required the working in 
close cooperation with the Massachusetts Protective Agency. There 
are, fromtime to time, situations which require the school nurse and 
the above mentioned agency to take certain avenues of action in the 
cases of some children. 


First Aid instruction was given to the members of the First Aid Club. 


This program is in conjunction with the First Aid programs so greatly 
emphasized and encouraged by all levels of Government. 


Clinics, ranging from Flu clinic for Personnel, to Mantoux testing 
of Grades |, were held. T.D. and Measles clinics and pre-school 
dental examinations were among the other clinics held last year. 


Health films, with the sanction of the School Committee, were 
shown. The showing of film is a universally accepted method of in- 
struction on certain health matters. 

The School Nurse, as in past years, attended seminars on diverse 
subjects at different distant locales. Seminars at the Springfield 
Hospital, and in Dedham and a two week course at the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst during the summer vacation.

To: The Orange School Committee: 


In March, 1967, a Federal grant under the Anti-Poverty Program 
of $23,095 was received to operate the first year-round Headstart 
programin Orange. Weare deeply indebted to the American Legion 
for their contribution of space and utilities. Without this, the pro- 
gram would have been impossible because no other acceptable 
location was available. These facilities constituted a large percen- 
tage of the required "inkind" contribution. That is, the part coming 
from the community itself without reimbursement from federal funds 
and amounting toa dollars and cents value of 10% the amount of the 
grant. 


Since opening in March, 1967, 69 children have been served. 
Again, government regulations limiting the size of classes have made 
it impossible to serve all those eligible. 


The Headstart program itself is tailored to the needs of local fami- 
lies. It is recognized that not all disadvantaged children are alike. 
Their strengths and weaknesses differ. There is no set pattern of 
behavior. Most are lacking in experiences, medical care, and 
opportunities to learn. Asaresult, many enter school with a distinct 
handicap and cannot get the most outofschool. Hence falling behind 
becomes a set pattern almost immediately. 


Educators realizing this encourage as many experiences as possible 
for the preschool child. This is the purpose behind Headstart-to 
provide experiences, to challenge the curiosity and creativity which 
is inborn, to build selfesteem and confidence, to provide opportunities 
to succeed, dchd to increase the child's ability to get along with him- 
self, his family, andothers. To accomplish this, the program is like 
adeluxe kindergarten. Preschool skills are taught. There are physi- 
cals, eye exams, ear exams, dental exams and treatment arranged 
when need is indicated. 


Psychological testing is done enabling proper grade placement at 
first grade level. Speech and auditory training is carried on where 
needed. Home visits are made frequently. Workshops for mothers 
dre set up. A nutritous morning snack is served. 


Todays world is one of pressure and competition. More must be 
learned than ever before. No longer can a child take his time to 
get used to school, for "he who hesitates is lost." Therefore, the 
child who can approach first grade eagerly and confidently, with 
curiosity, and some skills, can compete with the child in the next 
seat who may have had a better chance. The one who flounders in 
first grade may become a national problem: an early drop out. 


Schools are finding Project Headstart beneficial. Parents like it. 


Children like it. 


To recognize a problem area and take constructive action is the 
first step toward solving it. Orange can be proud of Project Head- 
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start, ifnot the reason for itsneed. Taxpayers should make themselves 
knowledgable on the subject. 


At the present time, we have been assured of funds for another year. 
Some changes will be made. Ashift of classroom location to the 
Bethany Educational Building will take place in February. The office 
of Economic Opportunity is encouraging a lunch program. The con- 
tribution of classroom space by the Bethany Lutheran Church will 
bring this group of children into the school center of the town. We 
are looking forward to an even more challenging and more productive 
year. 


At this time, | wish to acknowledge with thanks the many people 
who have helped in any way to make this program run peels For 
myself, it has been a pleasure to serve.

YOUR SUPERINTENDENT, 


The Mahar Regional School Committee held eleven regular meet- 
ings, four budget meetings and twelve meetings on teacher con- 
tract negotiations during 1967. Reviewed in this report are the ma- 
jor highlights and accomplishments of the year, 


FINANCE 


The Committee, faced with rising costs in all areas, devoted four 
full meetings to deliberations on the 1968 Budget, Meetings, as in 
the past, were open to town officials and the public; and a public 
hearing was held on November 16 as prescribed under the Regional 
Agreement, 


The Gross Budget adopted for 1968 was set at $893, 226 up from 
$836, 003 in 1966. As in 1966, the largest increase was in the In- 
struction Account where an increase of $39, 701 was incurred, In- 
come was budgeted at $181, 226 which included $15, 023 from Sur- 
plus Revenue, The finalnet budget adopted was $712, 000. The net 
assessments to the five member towns are shown in a separate finan- 
cial statement in this Report, 


PERS ON NEL 


The Mahar Committee held twelve meetings with the Mahar 
Teachers Association for the purpose of developing a contract on 
wages and other conditions of employment, These meetings were 
conducted in a professional atmosphere and a better understanding 
of educational needs by both groups was one outcome of these 
negotiations, 


A contract was signed with the Mahar Teachers Association on 
September 12, Following this, the two groups negotiated on a sal- 
ary schedule for the 1968-1969 school year, An agreement was 
reached and signed on November 2, The salary schedule provides 
for a bachelor's schedule, $5900-$8900, Master'sSchedule, 
$6300-$9559, Master's plus 30 Hours, $6700-$10, 200. 
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The problem of securing teachers for the school year has been most 
critical, Two positions remained unfilled for the first half of the 
year with substitutes carrying on the work, The improved salary 
schedule should help to alleviate this problem although a shortage 
of certified teachers exists throughout the country. 


NEW MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR EDUCATION 


Since the advent of the Willis-Harrington Report on education in 
Massachusetts, a number of significant changes are being imple- 
mented by the Department of Education, Some laws and regula- 
tions are currently in effect and some are still listed as recom- 
mendations for which guidelines are being developed, Some sig- 
nificant changes are; 


1, The Teacher Minimum Salary Law raising the 
minimum salary to $5750 effective September 
1, 1968, 


2, The regulation that school year shall consist 
of 180 days of actual school attendance, Also 
recommended--a 4 to 6 week summer session 
on a voluntary basis, 


3. A secondary school shall operate not less than 
5 1/2 hours daily, exclusive of lunch or recess, 


4, Forgrades 7-12, astandard of 120 minutes week- 
ly be scheduled for physical education, Pupils who 
can benefit from corrective exercises shall have 
corrective or adaptive programs, 


5, Tentative regulations are being considered for 
the education of perceptually handicapped 
children, 


6, Recommendations on Minimum Standards for 
Staffing of the School have been recently for- 
warded to the Committee for study, The guide- 
lines recommend 60 classroom teachers per 1000 
pupils, 
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7, Each secondary school shall move to attain at 
least 10 non~classroom professional personnel per 
1000 students, Schools are also encouraged to 
utilize the teacher aides as auxiliary personnel, 


The Mahar Committee has been aware of these impending changes 
and has moved as far as possible to implement them, The salary 
schedule has beenraised, the schocl calendar provides for 182 days 
and the school day is well above the minimum requirements, A 
waiver has been requested in the area of physical education as it is 
impossible to schedule three periods of physical education for each 
student weekly with present facilities, The matter of teacher-pupil 
ratio and teacher-aides is under study by the school administration, 
the Teachers Association and the Mahar School Committee, 


The new requirements listed above are not radical in nature and 
must be implemented if we are to have quality education, To main- 
tain the status quo today means to fall behind, 


SCHOOL DISTRICT REORGANIZATION 


The Regional School District has completed one year as an ex- 
panded five town region and the move has proved successful, The 
14 member committee has worked as a closely knit unit, During 
the year, the By-Law sub-committee developed new by-laws for 
the Committee, and a start has been made on coding school dis- 
tirct policies, A larger committee has made it possible to use sub- 
committees to a greater extent than in the past, 


The Committee has worked closely with the five regional district 
planning committees appointed last March to consider the merits 
of a consolidated K-12 district, The Mahar Committee, faced with 
enrollment increases and a critical lack of facilities, has gone on 
record in favor of a close cooperation with the local school com- 
mittees in their problems of school facilities and the coordination 
of educational programs, 


Inthis regard, the Department of Education in November issued a 
series of guidelines for school district organization, The most im- 
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portant ot these guidelines calls for a school committee with less 
tifan 2000 pupils under its jurisdiction to present a plan by Decem- 
ber 31, 1969 outlining its plan to become a part of a school dis- 
trict operating a complete Kindergarten through Grade 12 educa- 
tional program governed by a single school committee with one 
superintendent ofschools, At the present, these guidelines are still 
in the formative stages and school officials will be fully involved 
in their approval and implementation, 


The area of vocational education is still unresolved and, at the 
end of the yea notice comes that -the New Salem Vocational School 
would close as of June, 1968, This may present a problem to Mahar 
as seventy students will be affected in the regional towns. There 
isno space available at Mahar and no funds have been provided in 
the 1968 budget for them if they were forced to return. These prob- 
lems will face the Committee during the coming year. 


Finally, I wish to report that the agreement by which the Mahar 
Superintendent has taken over the supervision of the Petersham 
Department has worked out in a satisfactory manner, Educational 
benefits should result as the year progresses, 


The second half of this report has been prepared by Principal Ed- 
minster and covers the progress made in the curriculum of the 
school, I canreport that the past year has been a successful one 
and I wish to commend the administration, faculty, and staff on 
their professional accomplishments,

CURRICULUM 


The curriculum being the focal point of any educational instit- 
ution demands constant review and development by the faculty and 
administration, In an effort to insure an adequate program on in- 
struction designed in the best interest of our students it is essential 
to have the proper balance of many contributing factors, a com- 
binationof which provides for the program of progressive education 
so necessary in today’s world, 
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During this past year, numerous innovations have been introduced 
to all instructional areas, both academic and special, and an analysis 
of the whole program indicates that in each field of endeavor the 
educational needs of our students are being fulfilled. The program 
contains breadth of offerings and an effort is being made to con- 
stantly improve the quality. 

Numerous innovations have been introduced in all instructional 
areas, both academic andspecial, and an analysis of the curriculum 
indicates a well balanced program. In each academic field of en- 
deavor the needs of our students are being adequately fulfilled. 


ENGLISH 


As always, in the English department, continued emphasis is 
placed upon the basic foundation areas of reading, writing, speak- 
ing - and a balanced program in grammar, literature spelling and 
vocabulary are all stressed to different degrees in all grades. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


The Social Studies program continues to emphasize and improve 
uponthe conceptual approach in all areas, The use of audio visual 
and other instructional materials which have been acquired during 
the past two years have contributed much to the establishment of a 
more dynamic type of presentation in Social Studies classes, Cur- 
riculum Review and Development studies have included and will 
continue to include in1968 among others the Cranbrook Curriculum 
Conference Report, conceptual approach to the Social Studies spon- 
sored by the Syracuse University Curriculum Center and the H igh 
School Geography Project. The much discussed study of economics 
continues to be stressed along with all levels of government, 


SCIENCE 


Science continues to lead the way inthe number of innovative pro- 
grams developed and consequently ranks first as innovations in our 
school, Accomplishments during the past year include expansion of 
the Earth Science course, revision of the chemistry honors course 
including qualitative analysis, introduction of the new introductory 
Physical Science program (IPS) in Grade 9, adoption of the BSCS 
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Yellow Version biology to supplemeiit the existing Blue Version, 
introduction of the Red Version biology course for non-college stu- 
dents inGrade 10, change to the Life Science program in Grade 7, 
additionof Earth Science forterminal students in Grade 11, a course 
in Applied Physics for non-college students in grades 11 and 12. 


MATHEMATICS 


The mathematics department always striving for an improved program 
has several noteworthy accomplishments to its credit - a new course for 
Grade 12 - Pattern IV students known as Math IV, The course stresses 
unifying concepts in mathematics and is expanded to include probability, 
set theory and trigonometry, In Grade 10 - Patterns I & II a new course 
in Contemporary Mathematics I has been introduced featuring a more 
modern approach, Inasmuch as this course has been designed in two parts 
on a sequential basis, asecond course entitled Contemporary Mathe- 
matics II will be added in 1968-69, A new modern program for Grade 
12 - college preparatory students will be developed during the depart- 
ment curriculum deliberations this spring. There has been a cooperative 
and unified approach to curriculum innovations by the Science and 
Mathematics Departments the results of which have been most favorable. 


MODERN & FOREIGN LANGUAGE 


The modern foreign language program features the audio-lingual system 
forspeaking proficiency. Consequently, it is necessary to pursue the study 
of French for a longer period of time than required of the traditional 
system, In order to take maximum advantage of the new approach - it is 
necessary for astudent to include in his program five years of foreign lan- 
guage study, Use of the language laboratory is an important factor in this 
program and the students in grades 8-11 taking French are scheduled for 
a 15 minute session, three times per week, The students in Grade 7 are 
involved in laboratory work for a 10 minute period three times a week, 
Plans are under way to expand the language laboratory facility in 1968. 
It should also be noted that the introduction of a second modern foreign 
language will be among the items studied during the current curriculum! 
review and development activity. 
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BUSINESS EDUCATION 


In the Business Education Department several new activities are being 
planned and several units of study introduced a year ago are being satis- 
factorily continued, Among the continuing programs are Personal Typing 
- for students in Grade 9 - Patterns I, II, III, one semestereach of Con- 
sumer Education and Business Law, and a Grade 9 course in General Bus- 
iness for Sections 6 and 7, Innovations for the future include aunitdata- 
processing, featuring actual practice and training on the 026 key punch © 
formal introduction of Bookkeeping II in Grade 12 - Pattern II], Modern 
curriculum thinking now calls for the availability of none business educa- 
tion subjects for college bound students for the purpose of preparing for 
changes in the individual educational plans, of our students, It should also 
be understood the Business Educational Program in this school is designed 
to be terminal in nature - being of sufficiently high standard in quality 
and breadth of program to make employment, immediately, upon gradu- 
ation indeed possible, Those students who wish to follow a two year bus- 
iness school program afterhigh school will at an early time in high school 
be required to take college preparatory subjects, This condition has been 
brought about by the demand on the part of business schools for students 
to havetakencollege English and to take the SAT portion of College En- 
trance Examinations, 


HOME ECONOMICS 


Home Economics is an area of increasing popularity among our students 
and provides instruction and training in the essential arts of foods and 
clothing, together with greater understanding of the demands of our so - 
ciety built around the family unit. 331 students in the school are taking 
some course in the Home Economics Department at the present time. An 
extremely important course being offered for the second year to college 
bpimd seniors who have nottaken any Home Economics previously is Home 
Economic IVS. 


MUSIC 
The Mahar Music Program continues to function successfully in providing 


for a well balanced music experience for the students in grades 7-12. As 
always the Senior High School Band of approximately 110 members and 
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the supporting majorettes drew the plaudits of people both at home and 
away for its outstanding appearance and quality of its music during the 
1967 footballseason, Nineteen students were selected for participation in 
the All Western Massachusetts District chorus, band and orchestra. From 
this group eight have been recommended for the All State auditions. The 
Juniorhigh chorus and band have indicated a high potential for the future 
which assures the continuation ofa high quality program which contributes 
so much to the morale of the school and to its reputation throughout the 
county. 


HEALTH 
The health services were carried out in the usual satisfactory manner by 


the school nurse in cooperation with the school physician, important ac- 
complishments in addition to the daily services were as follows:

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The Physical Education program provides an organized schedule of act- 
ivities and games for every girl and boy in the school twice each week. 
Physical fitness tests were continued as an annual basis as a regular course 
unit and individual proficiencies compared with those of previous years in 
orderto note the degree of improvement, The annual physical education 
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demonstration was again presented and included gymnastics, exercise 
routines, demonstrations of physical fitness tests and the intramural volley- 
ball championship for boys, 


ART 


The Art Department program again indicated what appears to be a rather 
unusual amount of talent among our students, The air and purpose of the 
art program is threefold: first, to awaken a recognition of the tremendous 
role that the visual arts play in our modern world; second to awaken the 
latent creativity inour youth and to encourage their individual and or- 
iginal artistic expressions; to promote group art projects which produce re- 
sults of true artistic merit, 


Numerous art works and projects are on display in the school throughout 
the year, and the Art Department makes many contributions to the var- 
iety of co-curricular activities in the school. 


DRIVER EDUCATION 


In order to develop good driving techniques which will promote safety 
on our highways, the course in driver education is offered to students in 
Grade 11 and to arew inGrade 12, In accordance with requirements set 
forth by the Registry of Motor Vehicles, student drivers must be 16 1/2 
years of age, received a permit by passing an eye test and a written exam- 
inationon driving regulations, The program consists of 30 hours of class- 
room instruction, six hours of observing driving techniques and six hours 
of behind the wheel driving experience. The latter phase of the course is 
provided on a private basis by the Athol Driving School at a student cost 
of $42. 00. The Mahar Regional School through the driver training course 
is an active member of the National Safety Council. 


LIBRARY 


The library and instructional materials areas serve as the center of the 
academic activity of the school and continue to provide increasingly valu- 
able services to both students and teachers, The addition of a full time 
instructional materials secretary in September 1967 contributed a great 
deal to the accomplishment of the aims and purposes of this important de- 
partment, During the year the 560 new books were accessioned, classi- 
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fied, processed and catalogued, bringing the total to more than 5000 vol- 
umes, The library and instructional materials area are open from 7:50 AM 
to 4:00 PM daily. 

It should also be noted that all students in Grades 7 and 8 receive in- 
struction in library orientation during the yearonce each week for six weeks, 


CO-CURRICULAR PROG RAM 


The co-curricular area of the school program emphasizes a pleasurable 
experience through constructive accomplishment related to the academic 
areas but not necessarily a part of it. It is broad in scope including class 
organizations in all grades, the purpose of which is to provide the means. 
for self-determination of class activities and functions in a responsible 
manner; two Student Councils, one each for the Junior High School - Grades 
7-8 -9and for the Senior High Grades 10-11-12 which function as the two 
major, high level student government bodies in the school; two National 
Honor Society groups, a National Junior Chapter Grades 8 and 9, and a 
National Senior ChapterGrades 10-12. Membership is based upon demon- 
stration of the four basic qualities of scholarship, leadership, citizenship 
and service to ahigh degree, A program of formal student clubs meet ac- 
cording to a regular schedule once each month, Among the most active 
clubs are the Fish andGame Club, the Varsity "M" Club, the Future Tea- 
chers Club, the Future Home-makers Club, the Future Nurses Club, and 
the Key Club, The members of these organizations contribute valuable. 
services to the school throughout the year. 


GUIDANCE 


The area of Guidance each year becomes more and more essential to the 
overall school operation in providing important services to both the teach- 
ers and students of the school, 

A broad testing program in cooperation with the other school systems in 
the Mahar District is conducted each year, Other primary functions in- 
clude individual student counseling, student program selection, academic 
problems and assistance with personal problems where necessary. Each stu- 
dent in the school continues to have the benefit of at least two and in many 
cases several counseling conferences during the year. The Guidance De- 
partment provides a most adequate service of college and post secondary 
selection information and advice together with much information for these 
institutions of higher learning which eventually leads to the acceptance of 
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the applicants. In 1967 a total 90 students out of a graduating class of 146 
were assisted in their plans for post secondary education and training. A 
description of the scope of this extremely important activity is as follows: 


Students admitted to four year colleges 4a 
Nursing schools 4 
Junior colleges 13 
Technical and trade schools Mi 
Business schools 6 
Miscellaneous programs 12 

Total 90 


90% of the class were admitted to four year colleges. 
61. 6% of the class continued to pursue post-secondary 
educational programs, 


A concerted effort is made to keep students in school as long as possi- 
ble and the Guidance Department should be credited with much of the 
success in keeping the student drop-out rate at a low figure. Twenty-five 
students left school during the year representing approximately 2.8% of 
the school enrollment. 

Another area requiring considerable attention of the Guidance counselors 
is the constant reduction of academic failures, A satisfactory degree of 
accomplishment is clearly in evidence with only 28 students failing one 
or more subjects for the year, a figure representing approximately 3% of 
the total enrollment. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS TITLES II AND III OF THE ELEMENTARY AND SEC- 
ONDARY EDUCATION ACT AND THE NATIONAL DEFENSE EDUCATION 
ACT 


During the year federal title projects were prepared and approved in 
science, mathematics, history, geography, business education and library. 
Valuable equipment and materials were acquired which have been of con- 
siderable benefit to the instructional program, Important projects for 1968 
in science and modern languages are awaiting approval by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. 


In closing my report, I wish again to express my gratitude to the Mahar 
Regional School Committee and my co-workers who have been so coopera- 
tive to the school department and to me during the year.
